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STATE LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To His Excellency, James M. Harvey, Governor of the State 
of Kansas: 


In compliance with an act of the Legislature, approved 
March 2, 1870, providing for the appointment and prescrib- 
ing the duties of State Librarian, I herewith ሽኔ my 
Third Annual Report. 


The condition of the library, as tə the arrangement of 
the books, has been improved during the year. The books 
are readily accessible, and well preserved, having received no 
injury except the wear incident to constant use. The heat 
of the rooms being very great, causing the backs of the 
books to curl up, Í have procured light wooden blocks, called 
dummies, to fill up the space, and keep them pressed together.

I deem it proper to state that the books purchased by 
the Justices of the Supreme Court, cost only a fraction over 
six dollars per volume, which is very cheap, being mostly the 
older Judicial Reports, many of which have been long out of 
print. 

With pleasure I report that only four books have been 
lost since I took charge of the library, the value of which is 
about ten dollars. Two of them were stolen, or what- is 
equivalent, taken without permission, and notreturned. The. 
other two were taken out, one by a member of the Legisla- 
ture; the other by an officer of the Legislature, and neither

, Some additional legislation is needed for the successful 
management of the library, to which 1 ር call the een? 
of the committee on library. 
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I have succeeded in gathering up the volumes necessary 
to complete the library set of Laws of Kansas, and have had 
them neatly and substantially bound; the set is now perfect 
from the organization of the territory. ኒ 


Valuable and much needed additions have been made to 
the sets of laws of many of the States, by exchanging our 
laws for them. There was not a perfect set of Statute Laws 
in the library when I took charge of it. If Iam permitted 
to make the next Annual Report, 1 hope to be able t to say 
that most of the sets are complete. 


The appropriation of sixty dollars, for alteration of 
library shelving, was opportune, for without it books would 
have been in piles, or put in inaccessible places. 


Such is the increase of the library, from exchanges, to 
say nothing of purchases, that a new case is needed, which 
will give shelf-room for eight or nine hundred volumes. 


The miscellaneous department i is far froth what it ought 
to be. Ihave succeeded in recovering a few valuable books, 
which had been abstracted before my appointment, and have 
replaced: others by purchase. 


The Annual Appropriation of $200.00 has been expended 
in the purchase of books to fill broken sets, and in works of 
permanent value, a schedule of which is appended. A larger 
appropriation is much needed, as not a week passes without 
a call for books, upon, various subjects, which are not in the 
library. 

The interchange of books with the States and territories, 
is generally prompt, only one State and three or four terri- 
tories failing to reciprocate. 

I have sentour Documents, Laws and Supreme Court 
Reports, to the librarians of all the States and Territories, 
and to the library of Parliament in Canada. The number of 
books sent from the library during the year, is two hundred 
and forty-six. 

«There have been received twenty-eight newspapers and 
periodicals, files of which are preserved as perfect as possible. 


The benefits of a large and well appointed State Library 
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are, it seems to me, too apparent to need enumeration. Tho 
agriculturist and the mechanic, the merchant and the banker, 
the student and the scholar, the statesman, men of all voca- 
tions, have at their hand, the works they must consult. 
Valuable as such library is to the public generally, it is indis- 
pensable to the various departments of a State governmext ; 
the executive, legislative and judicial departments, have the 
benefit of the fullest consultation with the books pertaining 
to their several duties. That the Kansas State Library may 
become thus useful, a continuation of liberal appropriations is 
needed. 

Hoping that this communication may prove satisfactory, 
and evidence that fidelity and capacity, which is my highest 
earthly ambition, it is most respectfully submitted. -
